Daniel Charles Solander (1736-82), botanist. Born in Sweden, Solander was 
a pupil of Linnaeus who recommended him to naturalists in England.

Believed to be the work of Thomas Barrett, a convict on the Charlotte, who engraved it while the ship was at anchor in 
Botany Bay in January 1788.

The Charlotte was oneof thesix convict transport ships of the First Fleet. It had a complement of crew, marines (one captain, two lieutenants, 
two sergeants, three corporals, one drummer and thirty five privates) and convicts (eighty nine male and twenty female). The master was 
Captain Thomas Gilbert, and the Surgeon, John White who was later to be appointed the first Chief Surgeon of the Colony. 
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The First Fleet weighed anchor on 13th May, 1787, at the 
M otherbank in the Channel. And on its long voyage made stops at 
Teneriffe in The Canaries, Rio dejaneiro, and Cape Town before 
beginning the final leg of the voyage to Australia. The various 
ships arrived at Botany Bay from 18th to 20th J anuary, 1788, with 
the Charlotte arriving on the latter date. The Fleet Commander, 
Captain Arthur Phillip, came ashore and decided that the location 
was unsuitable so after a six day period the Fleet was moved to 
Port Jackson on 26th January, 1788. 


In early May, 1788 Charlotte under charter to The East India 
Company, sailed for China from whence she shipped a cargo of 
tea to England. She was then sold to a firm of London merchants, 
Bond & Co. and began the next stage of her career, the London to 
Jamaica run. Charlotte ended her career under the ownership of 
John Jones, a merchant in Quebec, Canada. In 1818 she was lost 
off N ewfoundland. 


In an articleby Dr John M .Chapman, The Solution of the Charlotte 
Enigma, in the] ournal of the N umismatic Association of Australia, 
Vol 9, pp 28-33, hegives a resolution to the mystery surrounding the 
copper Charlotte M edal that appeared for sale at Spoink Australia's 
Auction in Sydney on 11 M arch 1982 (lot 438). It was discovered 
in the 1940s during a house renovation at Camden Town, N ew 
South Wales in the area where one William Broughton had a farm 
called Lachlan Vale. 


To trace the copper medal one must return to the Charlotte's 
arrival. Theship's doctor, Surgeon J ohn White, was a keen sketcher 
(Source: M arine Captain Watkin Tench, A Complete Account 
of Settlement at Port Jackson, London, 1793) and a collector of 
information as well as being a doctor. This is evidenced by the fact 
that he collected scores of specimens of flora and fauna during his 
early days in the colony and then sent back to England numerous 
engravings of plants, birds and animals for documentation in a 
book. Therefore it is logical that he would request that a memento 
be prepared to document such an important event as the arrival 
at Botany Bay. H ence he commissioned the silver Charlotte M edal 
created by Thomas Barrett. Barrett was known by White to bean 
adept engraver as he had already been caught out forging coins in 
company with some accomplices while the Charlotte was sailing 
between Teneriffe and Rio deJ aneiro. White even recorded in his 
journal, 'The impression, milling, character, in a word, the whole 
was so inimitably executed that had their metal been a little better 
the fraud, | am convinced would have passed undetected. ' 


As Barrett was the only known engraver on board it would be 
natural for White to have him create the medal. But an important 
question is how did a convict get all the technical data recorded on 
the medal? O bviously it was supplied by someone, namely Surgeon 
John White, and he would also have supplied the silver disc, and 
the scalpel for engraving. During the six day waiting period from 
arrival at Botany Bay until disembarking at Port Jackson White's 
instructions would have been delivered by his personal servant on 
the voyage and that person was none other than William Broughton 
(WB). Dr Chapman surmises that Broughton has asked Barrett to 
create an abbreviated version of the Charlotte M edal for him in 
copper. 


AsDr Chapman deduces, 'W hen transcribing from the silver medal 
to the copper piece, Barrett misread the date of Departing the Cape 
of Good H opeas 14 N ov, instead of the correct 13 N ov. (Possibly 
confusing it with the arrival date, 14 Oct. on the previous line). 
This mistake confirms that the copper piece was derived from the 
Silver specimen.’ 


A month after arrival, Thomas Barrett, the engraver of both 
Charlotte M edals, was tried for stealing provisions and was hanged. 
So, not only was he the creator of the first medals in Australia he 
holds the dubious honour or should it be dishonour of being the 
first convict to be hanged in Australia. 
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The silver Charlotte M edal belonging to Surgeon John White, 
who returned to England, remained unknown until it appeared 
in the famous collection of the M arquess of M ilford Haven, and 
is published in his catalogue of British N aval M edals published in 
1919 (p465, N 0.49). Sotheby, Wilkinson & H odgesold it on behalf 
of the M arquess in the same year to A.H .Baldwin of the London 
numismatic firm of Baldwin and Sons. Later it was sold to John J. 
Ford, a renowned American coin dealer. It was then acquired by 
Dr John Chapman when it was in Spink Australia's, Sydney sale 
in November, 1981 (lot 438). He disposed of it when he sold his 
outstanding collection in N obleN umismatics Sale 88 (lot 704) held 
in M elbournein J uly, 2008 where it was purchased by the Australian 
N ational M aritimeM useum and asit is such an important piece of 
Australian history it will never be sold. 


The copper Charlotte M edal discovered at Camden has made its 
way from the ship to shore with William Broughton. H e remained 
in Australia and in 1789 was appointed government storekeeper 
in Parramatta. In 1795 he was granted land which he named 
Chatham Farm. He transferred to Norfolk Island in 1800 and in 
1805 was appointed Deputy Commissary in New South Wales. 
H e had five children in an unmarried relationship with Elizabeth 
H earthorn and in 1809 she and their youngest child, Betsey, sailed 
for England in the Boyd but unfortunately when it stopped en route 
at New Zealand she and most of the passengers were massacred 
however Betsey was unharmed. In 1809 William was appointed as 
a magistrate and in 1810 he married Elizabeth Charlotte Simpson a 
widow with whom hehad five children. In 1811 he received a grant 
of 1,000 acres at Appin and established his family farm known as 
Lachlan Vale. He was promoted to Acting Assistant Commissary 
General in 1814 and was regarded as a trusted official in Governor 
M acquarie's government. 


William Broughton died in 1821 at the ageof 53. His wife Elizabeth 
remained at their farm until her death in 1843. Her daughter 
Elizabeth Broughton who had married in June 1839 also lived 
there with her husband, James Garland, until about 1855 when he 
moved to Sydney for a business arrangement. As Dr Chapman notes 
in his article, ‘This farm provides the final piece of the Charlotte 
puzzle, as it is in this very area that the copper relic was stated to 
have been found in the 1940s. At some stage William Broughton 
had his initials scored on his souvenir, and the crude perforations of 
the metal suggest its probable use as a marker of some description 
at the farm, Lachlan Vale.' The fact that William Broughton had a 
farm in the very same area where the medal was found in the 1940s 
defies the odds of just being a coincidence and only reinforces the 
fact that the letters 'WB' indeed stand for William Broughton. 


If the silver Charlotte M edal is one of the most significant and 
rare items associated with the First Fleet then the copper Charlotte 
M edal must rank as equal in rarity and significance and it also has 
a direct link to a person who had such a distinguished government 
career after arriving in the colonies.

In 1856 Julius Hogarth of the Sydney firm Hogarth & Erichsen, was 
commissioned to cut dies and strike medals - six gold, six silver and twelve 
bronze - for Major General (later Sir) Edward M acarthur, Lieutenant 
Governor of Victoria and eldest son of wool pioneer John M acarthur. 
Ludwig Becker, the German artist, who died five years later on the Burke 
& Wills expedition, had a hand in designing the medals. They were to be 
awarded ‘for distinguished merit in the arts, either of peace or war’. James 
M acarthur of Camden arranged the wholetransaction which cost £300. The 
motto in Latin reads ‘either in war Victoria or in peace’, the first motto of 
the colony. (M yatt & Hanley, Australian Coins, Notes & M edals, Sydney 
1980, pp177-8).

A report in The M ercury (Hobart, Tas.) on Saturday 21 M arch 1936, p3 
stated as follows. 


The representative of Tasmanian philately at the international philatelic 
exhibition in N ew York, from M ay 9 to 17, will be Mr. P. M alone, the well 
known Hobart collector. Mr. M alone will leave on his trip to the United 
States on Thursday next, and will take with him his valuable collection of 
Tasmanian stamps. With the same collection Mr M alone has already won 
five gold medals - at the N ew York international exhibition in 1926, the 
Durban international exhibition in 1928, and at Australian exhibitions in 
M elbourne (1928 and 1934) and Sydney (1925). 


An international exhibition is held periodically in the various important 
centres of the world. Representatives of almost every country in the world 
are expected to exhibit in N ew York in M ay. In addition to exhibiting, M r. 
M alonewill act as one of the representatives of Australian philately. H ewill 
be the only Tasmanian at the N ew York exhibition. 


M r. M alone, who isa specialist in Tasmanian stamps, has an almost complete 
collection from the first issue until 1911, when the Commonwealth issue 
was introduced. He has reconstructed plates of the first stamps issued in 
Van Diemen's Land, of 24 varieties. As far as he knows, there is only one 
other such plate in existence, in London. Hehas all other issues, both used 
and unused. A prize in his collection is the very rareld Van Diemen's Land 
stamp, with error water mark double lined figure 2, in mint condition. This 
stamp was issued about 1869. The curator of the collection of the late King 
was very anxious to secure it for His M ajesty's collection. Mr. M alone has 
added to his collection since he last exhibited in M elbourne, and it now 
comprises seven volumes, in which are about 5,000 stamps. 


The Governor (Sir Ernest Clark) made a special request to see M r. M alone's 
collection before it was taken to N ew York, and he had the opportunity to 
inspect it at Government H ouse on Thursday afternoon, and was keenly 
interested in it. 


M r. M alone was presented by the members of the opening staff, Tattersall's, 
with a travelling rug, and wished success and bon voyage. Mr. M alone will 
join theM atson liner M onterey at M elbourneon M arch 28. H ewill bejoined 
there by Mr. R. Sharples, of Adelaide, and they will represent Australian 
philately at the exhibition. Mr. M alone will be abroad about four months, 
and will return to Tasmania via London and the Suez Canal. 


(N ote:R euben Sharples was President of the South Australian Centenary and 
Seventh Australasian Philatelic Exhibition.) 


A follow up report in The M ercury (Hobart, Tas.) on Wednesday 1 July 
1936, p6 stated as follows. 


M r. P. M alone, the well-known Tasmanian stamp collector, who isin America 
exhibiting one of the most valuable collections of Tasmanian stamps at 
the New York Stamp Exhibition, recently broadcast a radio talk over the 
Columbia broadcasting system. 


Mr. Malone, who made a visit to a similar exhibition in South Africa in 
1928, expressed the opinion, in a letter to a Tasmanian friend, that the 
N ew York Exhibition was unrivalled. It contained, he said, rare gems from 
all parts of the world. He said that he and his friend, M r. Rueben Sharples, 
who accompanied him from Australia, had met with courtesy and a great 
welcome every where they had gone in America and considered that stamp 
collectors were a world-wide fraternity.

The Sforza (‘Strivers') dynasty began as many Italian noble houses did, with a 
successful condottiere (mercenary soldier) seeking respectability for his family 
by procuring atitleand an estate. M uzio Attendolo (1369-1424) founded the 
family, and his son Francesco seized the duchy of M ilan in 1450, having first 
married the daughter of M aria Philippo Visconti. Francesco's son Galeazzo 
succeeded him in 1466 and sought to have his position elevated to king, 
marrying the sister-in-law of the king of France to strengthen his claims. His 
ruleover M ilan was harsh, with heavy taxes causing widespread discontent, 
but his patronage of grand artists and architects was a source of great pride 
for the city and his assassination in 1476 by republican sympathizers was 
met with mixed feelings. In any case, the dynasty survived, in the person 
of his weak son, Gian Galeazzo. Originating in Renaissance M ilan, where 
it was first issued in 1468, the testone was a large denomination of good 
silver and was so-called because its obverse bore a naturalistically-styled 
head (testa) of the reigning duke. Owing to the influx of silver as a result 
of trade fueled by new sources of ore, the M ilanese Sforza family used the 
denomination to promote their power and regional influence. They followed 
R enaissance artistic principles, and the portraits of the family are presented 
in amorenaturalistic and accurate manner than stylized medieval portraits. 
Like the French gros tournois of the thirteenth century, the testone gained 
popular acceptance and soon other areas in Italy began minting similar 
coins, bearing portraits of their own rulers. By the end of the fifteenth 
century, France, England, and Scotland began minting their own versions, 
known as the teston in France, and the testoon in England and Scotland, 
these coins with their R enaissance-style portraits may be viewed as the first 
modern European coinages.

The blue sky with white sun flag design (i.e. central star) was designed in 
1895 and shortly after adopted as the KMT party flag and coat of arms of 
theR epublic of China. By 1905 it had been modified so the star section of the 
flag became the canton, all on a field of red representing the earth. Thus the 
flag depicted on this coin's suspension is 1895-1905 period. Coincidentally 
in 1902, the U.S.Asiatic Squadron was upgraded to the U.S.Asiatic Fleet. 
It maintained a strong presence in China to protect Far East trade interests 
and also encourage an alliance with the Chinese Republic. It appears that 
this mounted coin dated 1902 and with the flags of the U.S. and China is 
probably an item commissioned as a commemorative or presentation piece 
for the upgrading of the U.S. Asiatic Fleet in 1902.

A cylinder seal is a small round cylinder, typically about one inch in length, 
engraved with written characters or figurative scenes or both, used in ancient 
times to roll an impression onto a two-dimensional surface, generally wet 
clay. Cylinder seals were invented around 3500 BC in theN ear East, at the 
contemporary site of Susa in south-western Iran and at theearly siteof Uruk 
in southern M esopotamia. They are linked to the invention of the latter 
cuneiform writing on clay cylinders. They were used as an administrative 
tool, a form of signature, as well as jewellery and as magical amulets; later 
versions would employ notations with M esopotamian hieroglyphs. In later 
periods, they were used to notarize or attest to multiple impressions of clay 
documents. Graves and other sites housing precious items such as gold, 
silver, beads, and gemstones often included one or two cylinder seals, as 
honorific grave goods.

H ugh Piper was born at Ayrshire, Scotland on 28 M ay 1784. H eentered the 
Army at the age of 14 years 10 months when he purchased a commission 
as an Ensign with the N ew South Wales Corps (102nd Foot) on 29 M arch 
1799. In doing so he was following in the footsteps of his brother, Ensign 
John Piper of the N ew South Wales Corps, who arrived at Sydney in 1792 
aboard the Pitt and at his own request was sent to Norfolk Island in 1793, 
promoted to Lieutenant in 1795 and returned to the mainland and was then 
on leave 1797-1799. In 1800 he was given the local rank of Captain and 
became commandant of N orfolk Island in September 1804 being promoted 
to Captain in 1806. He returned to Sydney in 1810 but while on leave in 
England in 1811 he resigned his commission. In 1813 he was given the 
appointment of N aval Officer in Sydney and returned to take up his rolein 
February 1814. A close family friend of John M acArthur, he was appointed 
a magistrate in 1819, became Chairman of Directors of the Bank of N ew 
South Wales in 1825 and was President of Scots Church Committee. He 
acquired land by grant or purchase at Eliza Point (renamed after J ohn Piper 
and now Point Piper), Vaucluse, Woollahra, Rose Bay, Petersham, N eutral 


Bay, Bathurst, Van Diemen's Land and in George Street, Sydney. He also 
owned Vaucluse H ouse.

During H ugh Piper's Army career some of the highlights were, A member of 
the 'Lt Col William Paterson party’ that sailed with H.M . Buffalo together 
with the armed tender, Lady Nelson, the Francis and Integrity arriving in 
N ovember 1804 to Van Diemen's Land to establish a settlement at Port 
Dalrymple. This was a strategic move to securea British interest in Bass Strait 
and also create another area to accommodate settlers removed from N orfolk 
Island. Thus York Town was established and this was the first declared 
permanent settlement in the north of Tasmania. From there, on 28 N ovember, 
Paterson embarked on the Lady Nelson together with Ensign Hugh Piper, 
Mr Jacob M ountgarrett, a corporal and five soldiers and proceeded up the 
Tamar River to evaluate and explore the country to the north-west of Port 
Dalrymple. Asa result of this expedition, various areas arenamed after H ugh 
Piper, namely Piper's Brook, Piper's River, Piper's H ead, Piper's River Road 
and the town of Piper's River. There was also a location called Piper's H ut 
which is recorded on 1830, January 1 as the site of the killing of William 
Smith by natives near River Ouse, Piper's H ut at Bark H ut Plains. 


Served as Brigade M ajor in the American campaign in 1813 under Sir 
Sidney Beckwith, the campaign in which there were battles at Chesapeake 
Bay, Craney Island and H ampton, Virginia which was captured; as Captain 
of the Light Company at the capture of M oose Island under Colonel 
Pilkington; as Captain and Deputy Adjutant General to the Bengal Force 
under M ajor General Sir A.Campbell during the campaign in Ava of 1824- 
25 and 1826. 


In the Colonial Times and Tasmanian Advertiser, Friday 2 Seotember 1825, 
p2 there is a report on the 'Burmese War in India’, in part this states, 'The 
first official accounts of the progress of hostilities, are contained in dispatches 
from Brigadier-General Sir A.Campbell to George Swinton, Esq., Secretary 
to Government at Bengal; published on 23rd December last.... It appears 
that a Prince of the Burmese, named M aha Bundoola, appeared in front of 
the British position on the 1st of December, with a force of 60,000 men, 
well armed and appointed; including a numerous artillery, and a powerful 
cavalry; Sir Archibald's stile (sic) of writing may be understood from the 
following extract, which is a fair specimen of the whole. 'He says, their 
haughty leader had insolently declared his intention of leading us in captive 
chains, to grace the triumph of the golden monarch. But it has pleased God 
to expose the vanity of his idle threats, and crown the heroic efforts of my 
gallant little army with a most complete and signal victory.’ The Brigadier- 
General then proceeds to give in detail the particulars of the first action; in 
which the 13th (King's) Foot, the 18th M adras Infantry, and two companies 
of the 38th (King's), under Captain H ugh Piper, (brother of Captain Piper, 
the N aval Officer at Sydney) were much distinguished.’ 


Hugh Piper was married on 15 M ay 1816 at St John's, N ew Brunswick. 
H is wife bore eleven children, namely, William Donald 6/2/1817 St John's,

HM S Conway M erchant N avy cadet school ship was established in 1859 to 
train cadets as futureM ercantileM arine officers. In 1861 the Board of Trade 
accepted that two years at Conway was the equivalent of one year at sea 
and cadets received a Conway Passing Out Certificate of Exemption when 
they completed training. On 4 February 1864 Queen Victoria acknowledged 
Conway's achievements and announced the instigation of the Queen's Gold 
M edal to be awarded annually to the selected cadet.

Samuel Edward Townshend, BA, LLB (Sydney Uni), was born at M ackay, 
Queensland and was educated at Sydney High School and then Sydney 
University graduating in Artsin 1905 and Law in 1909 winning the University 
M edal. He was admitted to the N SW Bar in 1909. Samuel was a keen rifle 
shooter winning many competitions at the National Rifle Association of 
N SW. H ewas the Registrar at the newly established University of WA when 
he enlisted on 1 October 1914 and was commissioned as a Captain in the 
16th Battalion. He had previously served continuously for thirteen years 
with Sydney University Scouts and was Captain and third in command up 
to 2 August 1914. Samuel embarked on 22 December 1914 ex M elbourne 
on HM AT Ceramic bound for Egypt and arrived on 3 February 1915. 


After training, the 16th Battalion landed at Anzac Coveat about 6pm on 25 
April 1915 and madeits way into the hills. By 2 M ay the battalion of about 
1,000 men had lost 8 officers and 330 men. The 16th was then moved to 
Quinns Post which was under continual enemy fire. On 9 M ay an organised 
Turkish attack was repelled. Following this a group of 40 men under Captain 
Townshend was ordered to charge one of the sections re-occupied by the 
Turks and to re-take the position. Samuel led the attack and as he went over 
the parapet he shouted 'Fix bayonets - when | call ‘Australia forever’ charge 
boys.' They were met with a hail of murderous fire, Samuel being shot in the 
foot and later shot fatally as he was being evacuated from the battle. Captain 
Townshend is commemorated at the Lone Pine M emorial.

Peter Wylie King, wartime radio operator with British M erchant Navy 
and Royal Air Force, Antarctic Expeditioner and author, had a boys- 
own-adventure of a lifetime. His biographical entry on p559 in British 
Polar Exploration and Research, A Historical and M edallic Record with 
Biographies, 1818-1999 by Lieutenant Colonel N evilleW.Poulsom and R ear 
Admiral J.A.L.M yres CB reads as follows; 


‘Born 14.10.21. Served asa radio officer in the British M erchant N avy during 
the Second World War, and also had two years with the Royal Air Force as 
a radio operator. He worked as a radio officer in a Norwegian cargo boat 
which was sold in Shanghai. H eleft England in October 1946 for Adelaide, 
Australia. In 1947, having written to Sir Douglas M awson applying for the 
position as Radio Operator for an Australian Antarctic Expedition then 
being formed, he was selected to serve on M acquarie Island for the first 
year in 1948. 


In 1951 hereturned to England and joined the Falkland Islands Dependencies 
Survey, spending 1952-54 at Hope Bay working on the hut and installing 
radio equipment. During this tour at Hope Bay he took part in a sledging 
journey to Duse Bay and Cape Lachman. After this he took over as Radio 
Officer in RSS John Biscoe for two seasons, during which he visited South 
Georgia and all the British bases in the Antarctic Peninsula. 


In 1955 he returned to Adelaide and applied to go south again with the 
Australian N ational Antarctic Research Expedition and was selected to go 
to M awson Station in late 1956. H e flew to N ew Zealand and then via the 
American Icebreaker N orthwind visited M c M urdo from wherehe visited the 
American base at Cape Adare and transferred to M V Kista Dan off Wilkes 
Base (now Casey Station), then on to serve at M awson Station during 1957 
and 1958. During the first year he twice visited Taylor Rookery (Emperor 
Penguins) for two weeks, and two weeks in the Prince Charles M ountains 
at Beaver Lake. In the second year he helped full time with the dogs. H e and 
two others were flown to Amundsen Bay by Beaver Aircraft with sledges, 
dogs, food and equipment. From Amundsen Bay they did a 10 week and 
410 mile running traverse back to M awson Station. A mountain (M t.King), 
1,425m high, in Enderby Land, is named after him. 


In 1977 after some twenty years interval he was again selected to fill the 
appointment of Radio Officer at Casey Station during which hetook part on 
a three month icecore drilling trip some 50 miles inland from Casey Station. 
Finally, in 1979, he went back to M acquarie Island as Radio O fficer.' 


During his war service in the Royal Air Force he was involved with 
intercepting German radio traffic for decoding. Post war he expressed an 
interest in going to the Antarctic after seeing a request for expeditioners to the 
Antarctic and hepromptly wroteto Douglas M awson and was subsequently 
selected to serve at M acquarie Island in 1948. He met M awson for tea 
returning from the expedition, which M r King's step-son, Viktor K oskovic, 
described as the greatest thrill of his step-father's life. As detailed above, he 
went on to serve as an expeditioner on several occasions during the ensuing 
30 odd years. His service record reads as follows; 


Wintering Expeditions M acquarie Island - Radio Operator, 1948.

N ote: Peter Wylie King (nickname 'Snipe’), Radio Operator, 1957, 1958 - 
one of only five expeditioners to have spent two years in arow at M awson 
(Aurora J une 1996, p15). 


Peter Wylie King's first wintering expedition was with the M acquarie party 
which was charged with establishing a new camp to replace the one set up 
by M awson in 1911. It was decided to base it on the same site as used by 
M awson. The going was tough because as Phillip Law is quoted as saying, 
‘M acquarielsland is'wet' cold. Thewind hardly ever stops. T here's generally 
fog too. You often don't see the plateau top exposed, and with thewind comes 
driving rain.' The party was delivered by LST 3501 and army DUKWs were 
used along with LCVP craft to deliver the men and supplies to shore. Some 
craft were lost in the extremely hazardous conditions. Peter King recalled 
that one night a sudden wind change marooned a large party of about 60, 
including the naval crew, on shore. This presented a real challenge to the 
cook to feed them however with ingenuity he was able to do so and then 
the group had to cram themselves into 4 tents.

During his winter at M acquarie Island, the party lost one of its members, 
Charles Scobie, who had gone skiing with one of the other men and broke 
through the ice on a frozen lake. Both men had a major struggle to survive 
and unfortunately, Scobie succumbed and drowned. M any of the party 
were ex-servicemen and in Tim Bowden's book, The Silence Calling, p64 he 
writes that Peter King believed being ex-servicemen helped them to adjust to 
Scobie's death. King said, 'We just coped with it. It's the same in the army. 
You lose mates fighting wars, and carry on. You have to.' 


Peter married his first wife, Barbara King (nee Kendall) in 1960. Later he 
worked near Adelaide, caring for her as she suffered renal disease before 
she died in 1974. H ethen wintered a few more times but when his step-son, 
Viktor Koskovic, moved to Tasmania in the 1980s, he followed, helping at 
Launceston's St Giles Child Development Disability Centre. It was there 
that he met his second wife, Charlotte. They moved to Devonport in about 
1996 and were active members of Devonport Community Church and 
once again Peter King cared for his wife when she became ill up until her 
death in 2001. 


In his latter years, Peter wrote a series of books, A boy's dreams come true: 
memoirs of pioneer Pete by Peter W.King, 148pp, 2007 A boy's dreams 
come true: memoirs of pioneer Pete by Peter W.King, Part 2, 125pp, 2008 
A boy's dreams cometrue: memoirs of pioneer Pete by Peter W.King, Part 3, 
112pp, 2008 A boy's dreams come true: memoirs of pioneer Pete, my new 
lifein Tasmania by Peter W.King, Part 4, 101pp, 2009 A boy's dreams come 
true: memoirs of pioneer Pete, my new life in Tasmania by Peter W.King, 
Part 5, 59pp, 2009 . 


Peter had become increasingly frail during the last few years of his life 
however, he remained cognitively sharp and always liked to talk about his 
great love for his time with ANARE. His stories will be remembered, not 
only now, but also in the future as he made over five hours of recordings as 
part of the ANARE oral history project. A copy of these recordings Is also 
held by the BAS archives. Peter Wylie King died on September 4, 2013 at 
the age of 91. A funeral service was held at Baptal K aringal Chapel, Lovett 
Street, Devonport, Tasmania on Tuesday September 10 at 2pm.

Commander Crick served on board HM S Cardiff of the Sixth Light Cruiser 
squadron during the later part of World War 1. His career is documented in 
thebook, Spun Yarn & Bell Bottoms, published by United Writers, Cornwall. 
H ewould have obtained the ship's wheel after the attempted scuttling of the 
Emden at Scapa flow on 21 June 1919. 


The wheel was later presented to the British Royal N avy N autical Training 
Corps which was founded in 1944 by Commodore, F P (Frank) Froest-C arr. 
It was then presented to Training Ship Tudor Rose which was run by The 
Corps. 


SM S Emden II was a German light cruiser belonging to the K oenigsberg class, 
built during WWI. Theship was named after the previous Emden, which had 
been destroyed by H M AS Sydney at the Battle of Cocos in N ovember 1914. 
She mounted an Iron Cross on her stem-head in honour of the earlier Emden. 
Thenew cruiser waslaid down in 1914 at theAG Weser shipyard in Bremen, 
launched in February 1916, and commissioned into the High Seas Fleet in 
December 1916. Armed with eight 15 cm SK L/45 guns, the ship had a top 
speed of 27.5 knots (50.9 kmh; 31.6 mph). After her commissioning, she 
was assigned to serve as a flotilla leader for torpedo boats. She participated 
in only one major action, Operation Albion, in October 1917 where she 
shelled Russian gun batteries and troop positions and engaged Russian 
destroyers and gunboats. The ship was also successful in operations against 
British shipping in the N orth Sea in December 1917. 


After the war ended, she was interned with the rest of the German fleet at 
Scapa Flow. On 21 June 1919, the interned fleet scuttled itself, however 
Emden was run aground by British ships before she could sink completely. 
She was ceded to France in the Treaty of Versailles, but was too badly 
damaged to serve with the French N avy, so was used as a target after 1922, 
and broken up for scrap in 1926.

Captain Julius Lauterbach was made famous in a fictionalized history 
of WWI titled 'Rogue Raider: The Tale of Captain Lauterbach and the 
Singapore M utiny’ by Nigel Barley, 2006.

Citation: Distinguished service asa flying instructor. Recommendation dated 
9th July 1943 and classified as MOST SECRET: ‘Formerly an outstanding 
civil airline pilot, Squadron Leader Purvis was transferred from the Reserve 
to the Active List of the Royal Australian Air Force on 4th M arch, 1940. 
Since then hehas shown exemplary loyalty, courage and devotion to duty in 
his many appointments. Posted to No.6 Squadron on 4th M arch, 1940, he 
was responsible for practically all the initial conversion of R.A.A.F. pilots to 
H udson aircraft, rendering outstanding service in this respect. This posting 
was followed by period of service with N 0.13 Squadron at Darwin, a year 
as a Flying Instructor at Central Flying School and duty with the Aircraft 
Production Commission as a test pilot in the early stages of production of 
Beaufort Aircraft. 


In January, 1942, he was posted to No.1 Operational Training Unit as a 
Flying Instructor on Hudson Aircraft and displayed such qualities of training 
ability and leadership that he was shortly appointed Officer Commanding a 
Beaufort Training Squadron of 34 aircraft at that Unit. 


On9 November, 1942, Squadron Leader Purvis was appointed to command 
N 0.36 (Transport) Squadron. The work of this Squadron since he assumed 
command has been outstanding and has played no small part in the successes 
of the New Guinea campaign, operating as it does between the mainland 
and N ew Guinea. 


Since the Squadron come within the Command of N orth Eastern Area 6501 
hours have been flown, 8615 personne! transported by Air, the total loading, 
which includes J eeps and 25 pounder Guns, being in excess of 4,800,000Ibs 
of freight. This achievement has been possible only through the ability and 
leadership of Squadron Leader Purvis. He has himself flown 198 hours as 
Captain including missions to the forward area necessitating fighter cover. 
H e has been largely responsible for the training of transport pilots for his 
own and other transport Squadrons during this period, and has converted 
33 pilots as Captains of D.C.3 Aircraft, and 9 as Captains of D.C.2's. 


In his 8265 flying hours he has rendered distinguished service in the science 
of aviation, and to the Royal Australian Air Force in particular.’ 


George H enry 'Harry' Purvis was born on 6 M ay 1909 at Cobar and raised 
at Carrathool, a town on the M urrumbidgee River in the Riverina District 
of N ew South Wales. H is father was an engineer at the Great Cobar copper 
mine and later licensee of the Carrathool Hotel. When Howard Jolly, a 
World War | early bird, an insurance salesman who gave free flights with 
every insurance policy sold, came to town Harry's father took up the offer 
and gave the flight to young Harry, then eleven years old although some 
reports state nine. After the bi-plane flight Harry was hooked and in his 
words, ‘it was those few shaky minutes in the sky that set me on my course 
and a lifelong devotion to aviation’. Harry's schooling was conducted as a 
boarder at N ewington Collegein Sydney and then at Collingwood Technical 
College in M elbourne where he studied engineering. 


Prior to completing his course, Harry's father died and he returned home 
which was now at Hillston where his mother ran the hotel. The aviation 
bug was still with him so he moved to a larger town, Griffith, to look for 
opportunities. He tried for a job with the local Ford dealer to no avail but 
co-incidentally while there the owner of another business walked through 
the door and offered him a job with his engineering firm. He later moved 
on from there and by the time he was twenty he had his own business doing 
motor and general engineering. Then in M ay 1931 his lifewas dueto change. 
Kingsford Smith and a several other notable pilots were visiting town on 
a barnstorming tour. Harry got an opportunity to talk to Smithy and his 
chief engineer Tommy Pethybridge and offered him the use of his workshop 
while they were in town. 
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G.H.Purvis, Sir Charles Kingsford Smith and Wilfred Kingsford Smith (his brother) after 
arrival at Archerfield from their flight in D.H .50 Southern Cross midget 


H ehad the chance to talk at length to Tommy and expressed his enthusiasm 
for flying. Tommy then told him that a plane which would suit him was an 
Avro Avian which Charles Ulm owned and wanted to sell for five hundred 
pounds to raise cash for another England-Australia record attempt. 


After much soul searching, Harry sold his business and moved to Sydney 
to live as a boarder with Tommy Pethybridge's family at M arrickville then 
joined Tommy at M ascot and purchased Charles Ulm's aircraft. Henow had 
an airplane but no licence. Fortunately, Smithy and Ulm had a small flying 
school and the instructor was G.U. ‘Scotty’ Allan, destined to become a 
senior figurein Australian aviation. When he qualified for his pilot's licence, 
he and Tommy, who was free for a time while Smithy was on one of his 
periodic flights to England, went on barnstorming tours along the north 
coast of N ew South Wales in his aircraft, named Southern Cross Pup with 
Smithy's permission. 


In 1932 Smithy formed Kingsford Smith Air Service and gave Harry a job 
on his proposed barnstorming tour around Australia and N ew Zealand. He 
also had a spot of dual flying with Smithy in the Southern Cross and flew it 
over from H astings, N ew Zealand in January 1933. By now hewas Smithy's 
chief mechanic and co-pilot for two years. 


Another interesting experience of Harry's life was the sale of his plane, a 
Fokker Universal, to Reg Ansett for onethousand pounds so hecould start his 
fledgling Ansett airline. This planeis portrayed on the front cover of his book, 
‘Outbook Airman’. Some other of his experiences includes the following; 
M ay1934 sold his Avro Avian to N.G.A.M endham to begin operations as 
Salamaua Aerial Transport Coy (MT NG) in July 1934. 


5M ar1935 flew WASP Airlines inaugural tri-weekly service, N arromine 
to Sydney. 


1935 he wasa pilot with 2UWs Surf Patrol. 


5M ar1936 tested Wackett Gannet VH-UVU (the 3rd made) at M ascot and 
then delivered to WASP Airlines. 


16N 0v1936 Sydney-Broken Hill service provided by M otor Development 
Ltd was recommenced and flown by Harry. 


1938 chief pilot of ANA air liner, Loila, that left Essendon for Central 
Australia with passengers to a location thought to bethe legendary Lasseters 
R eef. 


M ay1939 G.H.Purvis and H.Cameron accepted as pilots with KNILM 
(Royal Netherlands Indies Airways). Captain Purvis who had been senior 
pilot at Sydney for Australian N ational Airways was appointed as a captain 
of Douglas and Lockheed types over its various routes. 


Feb1940 H arry was one of six civil pilots licensed to fly H udson model 14s 
and who held commissions in the RAAF and who wereallocated to instruct 
service pilots in this aircraft type. 


14Feb1947 M anager and Chief Pilot for the H erald Flying Services led the 
flight for large scale country deliveries of the Sydney M orning Herald to 
northern N ew South Wales and on 5M ay1947 Harry flew the first delivery 
service with VH-SMH (Sydney Morning Herald) to Tamworth, Coffs 
H arbour and Evans H ead, N ew South Wales.

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Following his recruitment into the RAAF Harry's talents were put to good 
use training transport pilots for the air force. Such were his achievements that 
he was recognized with an award of the Air Force Cross with recognition 
that his efforts had been instrumental in achieving a victorious outcome in 
the war in N ew Guinea. 


An interesting chapter in Harry's life occurred during WWII after he had 
flown a RAAF Dakota into theisland of Bali in 1945. T he] apanese surrender 
at Tokyo was known but armed troops were still walking around and in 
control at Bali. Wing Commander H arry Purvis and his four-man crew were 
all armed but there were 10,000 armed J apanese troops. The flight crew 
were picked up at the airport and delivered to the Hotel Denpasar where 
H arry learned that the] apanese General was at his headquarters in the city. 
H arry sent a message to the General demanding his presence at the hotel 
as he was acting on the authority of Lord Louis M ountbatten, Supreme 
Allied Commander, South-West Pacific Area to demand his surrender and 
in token he must hand over his sword and all Australian prisoners on the 
island must me released. He also demanded a suite at the hotel for each 
Australian officer and ten thousand rupees for their use while on the island 
and further that he would hold the General responsible for their safety. 
N ot knowing what would happen about his bluff, H arry was pleased, and 
relieved, when the General's aide and eight officers arrived and with much 
bowing and ceremony handed over the General's sword. When it came to 
signing an official document, H arry realised none of the] apanese understood 
English so cheekily he signed his nameas Franklin Delano Roosevelt. H arry's 
other demands were all met including the payment of ten thousand rupees 
for each officer, this being in the form of Japanese Invasion M oney (JIM ) 
which H arry stated in his book was to continuein use as currency for several 
months after the surrender. 


During the war Harry had been CO of thefirst RAAF transport squadron and 
later he became D eputy Director of all RAAF transport. Post war heremained 
with Transport Command to organize a courier service from M orotai to 
Japan. As part of this he spent timein Japan and saw the devastation caused 
by the atom bomb and also by the bombing raids on Tokyo. Then he was 
part of the RAAF flights to Chungking on mainland China to secure a large 
consignment of pig bristles much needed in Australia to make paint brushes. 
This was potentially dangerous duty as by now China was in the grip of 
communism and the hostility towards westerners was obvious. 


One of Harry's highlights in 1945 revolved around the making of the 
film, ‘Smithy’. Smithy's famous aircraft, ‘Southern Cross’, that had been 
dismantled and put into storage in Canberra was reassembled and the test 
flight flown out of Duntroon was crewed by Wing Commander H.Purvis 
(test pilot) with his co-pilot being Wing Commander J ohn Kingsford Smith, 
nephew of Sir Charles Kingsford Smith. After the flight H arry said, ‘I think 
theold bus is running better than ever it did despite the passage of the years. 
| am very proud and happy to have flown her once again. | could almost feel 
the shade of 'Smithy' standing in front of me.’ 


H arry Purvis discharged from the RAAF on 6 August 1946 and after this, 
probably one of the most memorable experiences of Harry's flying career 
would haveto bethe 1951 Inaugural Survey South Pacific Flight - Australia to 
Chile and return undertaken in a Catalina flying boat, Frigate Bird I|, under 
the captaincy of P.G.Taylor. The Catalina was a stock RAAF machine taken 
from those stored at Rathmines flying boat base, N ew South Wales. This 
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historic flight was the first crossing of the South Pacific to South America and 
was crewed by P.G.Taylor (Commander and Pilot), G.H .Purvis (Co-pilot), 
A.Allison (Radio Operator), J.Percival (Executive Officer) and E.L'H uillier 
(Flight Engineer). It was a 15,000 miles survey flight undertaken on behalf 
of the Australian Commonwealth Government and was to fly over many 
areas where no aircraft had flown before and where there were no ground 
facilities to provide navigational aids or servicing and repair facilities. It 
departed from Sydney's R ose Bay flying boat base and madenumerous stops 
on route finally arriving at Valparaiso, Chileon 27 M arch. 


After much celebrating and official functions in Chile, the return flight 
departed Valparaiso on 6 April arriving at Brisbane on 20 April and flown 
to Sydney the next day. Awaiting the flight was a large crowd including 
Prime M inister Robert M enzies who greeted and congratulated the crew. The 
aircraft used was returned to Rathmines and eventually withdrawn from use 
in 1954. It now is on permanent display in Sydney's Powerhouse M useum. 
W hilein Chile President Videla, on behalf of the people of Chile, decorated 
Captain Taylor with the O rder of Bernardo O'H iggins (Commander grade). 
H esaid 'Thisis the highest distinction which can be awarded a foreigner, but 
we consider you and the members of your crew citizens of Chile.’ General 
Aurelio Caledon, Commander-in-Chief of the Chilean Air Force awarded 
Captain Taylor the honorary title of ‘Chilean War Pilot'. Then General 
Caledon and General Jorge Gana Eastman, Director of Civil Aeronautics, 
also presented the whole crew of the Frigate Bird II with citations and 
Chilean Air Force wings and made them honorary members of the Chilean 
Air Force. Captain Purvis, first officer of the flight, was presented with a 
Chilean flag by the Santiago Rotary Club to deliver to the Rotary Club at 
Camden, Sydney. 


H arry finished his career flying tourists to the Pacific islands and Ayers Rock. 
During his fifty years of flying H arry Purvis flew over 25,000 miles and was 
one of Australia's greatest adventurers in aviation. H edied in Cairns, N orth 
Queensland in 1980 at the age of 71.

Rev Dr Canon Stuart Barton Babbage AM was born at Auckland in N ew 
Zealand on 4 January 1916 and was educated at Auckland Grammar state 
school. H ehad a call to religious life at the young ageof 16. At the same age 
heenroled at Auckland University Collegeto study Arts and Journalism and 
pursued majorsin History and Economics. H ejoined the Evangelical Union 
on campus eventually becoming President. He was awarded a scholarship 
to St John's College where he completed his degree and then continued on 
to complete a M asters of Arts in History. 


Stuart left New Zealand in 1937 for England via Sydney to study theology. 
During his five day stopover he met several senior Anglican clerics including 
theArchbishop of Sydney, Howard M owll. In England heenroled at the Bible 
Churchmen'sM issionary and T heological College and passed the ordination 
exams. H ewasstill too young to be ordanised to the ministry so he enrolled 
in a PhD at King's College. Stuart was ordained into the ministry on 17 
December 1939 and placed at a small village on the outskirts of London. 
After three years he applied to join the air force and was made an air force 
chaplain and in 1942 was posted to Fetwell, amajor basefor heavy bombers 
in Norfolk. While here he met his future wife, Flight O fficer Elizabeth King. 
T hey were married in M ay 1943 just before Stuart was posted overseas for 
two years to Iraq and then Persia. 


Post war Stuart and his wife moved to Sydney where he was appointed 
Diocesan M issioner for the Anglican Church, then at the age of thirty he 
was appointed 3rd Dean of Sydney. At this time he was a regular writer on 
religion and life in the Sydney M orning Herald and one of his highlights 
was welcoming Field M arshall Viscount M ontgomery of Alamein when he 
visited Sydney. H ealso wasa regular religious instructor at Fort Street Boy's 
High School where he had a positive influence on many students as later 
attested to by J ustice M ichael Kirby. In 1953 he was appointed Principal of 
Ridley College in M elbourne where he remained until 1963. He was also 
on the Billy Graham Crusade Committee in 1959 and held the post of Dean 
of M elbourneas well as his position at Ridley College. 


H e held various overseas teaching roles in England and America and later 
was appointed as Second M aster of N ew College at the University of N ew 
South Wales, and in 1973 M aster. When the Archbishop of Sydney died 
Stuart was asked to fill the short term role of Acting Dean of Sydney and 
he also assumed the role of Registrar of the Australian College of Theology 
which he fulfilled until 1972. He produced several studies including seven 
books, oneof which was his lifestory, M emoirs of aLoose Canon, launched 
by Gough Whitlam in 2004. 


R ev Stuart Babbage was commemorated and interred at a service at St J ude's 
Anglican Church, Randwick on 23 November 2012, a church where he was 
a regular preacher.

James Kelly (1791 - 1859), sealer, pilot and harbourmaster, born in 
Parramatta, travelled extensively including some of discovery, including 
circumnavigation of VDL, and discovery of Port Davey and M acquarie 
H arbour.

William Noah H edges, originally baptised N oah William H edges, was born in Hertfordshire, England on 16 July 1856. In 1878 he migrated to Australia 
where he worked as a contractor in stone quarries. Later he contracted as a builder and building repairer in M ount Barker, South Australia where he served on 
the M ount Barker District Council and Road Board. On 4 April 1884 he married Elizabeth Paterson at Wistow and they had three sons and three daughters. 
After several years of building wharves and other works for railways and ports he moved to Western Australia in 1893 where he once again was involved in 
public works before acquiring a large share in a timber and firewood company of which he became managing director. He also acquired farming properties 
including Koolberrin near N arembeen and a farm in South Australia near Lake Alexandrina. 


In 1897 H edges constructed the K aralee rock catchment and reservoir. This was the fourth largest of the railway catchment reservoirs and was used by the 
goldfields steam trains between Southern Cross and Coolgardie. It held 48.3 million litres of water in an earth dam and was used by steam locomotives until 1953 
when diesel locomotives were introduced. In 1999 this area was vested in the N ational Trust (WA) and is an attraction for visitors, picnickers and campers. 


Also, there is a railway siding named H edges Siding. Located on the cross country line from M erredin to N arrogin via Kondinin, situated between N arembeen 
and South Kumminin it was originally called Koolberrin after H edges farm a few miles west of the railway line. This farm was about 22,000 acres at its 
peak. As well as producing wheat and running sheep, H edges also used the farm to produce chaff for feeding his horses used on the WA Goldfields Firewood 
Supply Company woodline. In 1904 H edges made an unsuccessful attempt to enter parliament contesting the Legislative Assembly seat of Y ilgarn running 
as a Ministerial Party candidate. 


This loss did not deter him and in 1906 running as a candidate for the Western Australian Party he won the seat of Fremantle in the H ouse of R epresentatives. 
H eretained this seat in 1910 as a representative of the newly formed Commonwealth Liberal Party but lost it in 1913 to Labor's Reginald Burchell. Thereis a 
printed version of oneof his speeches made during parliamentary debates on 21 N ovember 1912 on thesubject of supply (K algoorlieto Port Augusta Railway). 
It was published in book format by the Government Printer, M elbourne. Following the death of John Forrest in 1918 H edges made two unsuccessful attempts 
in 1918 and again in 1919 to win Forrest's federal seat of Swan as a Nationalist candidate. When Burchell retired in 1922 H edges tried to regain the seat of 
Fremantle that he had held until 1913 but failed. In that same year his wife died. T hereafter he began to commute regularly to South Australia and Victoria. 


In 1922 H edges authored a book titled, 'A practical scheme for land settlement in Western Australia’ which was published by R S Sampson in Perth. In 1923 
he built the homestead, Highland Valley, in the southwest of Western Australia. The property unique in its style was the hub of the 4,916 hectare property 
with extensive landscaping and gardens and one of the finest lawn tennis courts in the southwest. H edges was appointed President of the Western Australian 
Employers Federation in 1929 and at one time was also President of the Central Council of Employers of Australia. 


William Noah H edges died in a private hospital in Claremont on 21 November 1935 and is buried at Karrakatta Cemetery. R epresentatives of almost every 
commercial, professional and administrative activity including many prominent political figures in Western Australia attended his funeral. The first five 
hundred ten shillings notes were set aside for Federal members of parliament in what Greg M cDonald's catalogue (20th Ed p435) refers to as the 'A' list. As 
federal member for Fremantle, William H edges applied for and paid for his note. Note numbers M 000054 and M 000055 were issued to him together with 
an accompanying letter from one of the note signatories, George T.Allen, who was Secretary to the Treasury.

The Koson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius Caesar, was raising troopsin northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar's heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. T heking's name, 
Koson, appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, including this example.

The staters of the Boiotian Confederacy of the 4th Century are well known 
to numismatists. These staters, struck on the Aiginetic standard, bear on 
the obverse the usual Boeotian shield and on the reverse an amphora, with 
the addition of magistrate names and, on occasion, vines hanging from the 
handles or extra symbols above the amphora. Although the coins do not bear 
the mark of an issuing city, Thebes, as hegemon of the Boeoetian Confederacy, 
was the most likely responsible authority. In his study of the series, "The 
4th Century BC M agistrate Coinage of the Boiotian Confederacy," in 
N umismatica Khronika (1998), Robert Hepworth identified 45 (two are 
uncertain) different magistrates and 97 separate varieties. The series begins 
in the early years of the fourth century and ends in 335 B.C., when the city 
was razed by Alexander theGreat. Through an intensive die study, H epworth 
has been able to identify the internal order of this series although an absolute 
chronology still remains to be determined. The actual identities of most 
of the magistrates remain obscure. H owever, the magistrate abbreviated 
as EPPA or EPAM has been identified as the historical Epaminondas (see 
"Epaminondas' Coinage," in Proceedings of the 10th International Congress 
of Numismatics, [London 1986, pg. 35-40]), who, at the battle of Leuctra 
in 371 BC, successfully led the Boiotians against the invading Spartan army, 
thus ending nearly 300 years of Spartan military supremacy. Epaminondas 
met his death in 362 at the battle of M antinea. H epworth in describing 
the series noted 1700 examples recorded from all the sources found over 
a period of 25 years of researching. The series is divided into four major 
groups with sub-divisions within. It is established by die-links and hoard 
evidence of the approximate order of issue. The series appears to have an 
annual change of magistrates.

The ancient city of Zeugma, was founded in 300 B.C. by Seleukos N ikator, 
one of the generals of the Alexander the Great. At that time the city was 
named after the general and called " Seleukia on the Euphrates." The 
population in the city was approximately 80,000. In 64 B.C. Zeugma was 
conquered and ruled by Rome and with this shift the name of the city was 
changed to Z eugma in Greek meaning " bridge-passage." During Roman rule, 
the city became a regional centre.

This coin represents an opportunity to acquire a fine and detailed portrait 
of Julius Caesar issued in the year of his assassination. The year 44 B.C. 
marked a turning point in the history of the Roman coinage. Caesar as 
dictator ordered his effigy to be placed on the silver denarii struck by the 
four moneyers including Sepullius M acer. This was the first occurance of 
contemporary portraiture on the Roman coinage, and it marked a major 
steo towards the popular acceptance of the monarchical concept in the 
Roman State. Although the issue was cut short by Caesar's assassination 
on the Ides of M arch, other coins were struck bearing his portrait by the 
Caesarians. It soon becamethe practice for the appearance of more portraits 
of the triumvirs and other contenders for power and, soon, the emperors. 
This type with Venus on the reverse refers to the claim of the] ulia gens to 
be descended from the goddess of love.
